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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed sulfated bimodal Guerbet compositions and processes for their use in the 
production of emulsions is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest prior 
art: O'Lenick et al (Journal of the American Oil Chemist's Society, Effects of 
Branching upon Some Surfactant Properties of sulfated Alcohols, 73(7), pages 935- 
937). O'Lenick teaches (Page 937, column 1 , top, Table 1 ) the surfactant properties 
of the sulfates derived from alkoxylated linear and Guerbet Ci 6 alcohols and the 
formation of emulsions therewith. O'Lenick, however, neither discloses nor fairly 
suggests the formation compositions comprising both linear and Guerbet alcohol - 
derived sulfates or methods for their use. The instantly claimed compositions and 
methods are therefore patentable over the teachings of O'Lenick, the closest prior 
art.

deleted and replaced with the formula - HN-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 -. 

The specification has been amended as follows: 

Page 7, line 5: The chemical formula [N-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 ] has been deleted 
and replaced with the formula - HN-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 -; 

Page 7, line 14: The chemical formula [N-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 ] has been deleted 
and replaced with the formula -- HN-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 -; 
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Page 8, line 9: The chemical formula [N-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 ] has been deleted 
and replaced with the formula - HN-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 -; 

Page 8, line 18: The chemical formula [N-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 ] has been deleted 
and replaced with the formula - HN-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 -; 

Page 9, paragraph [039]: The chemical formula [N-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 ] has been 
deleted and replaced with the formula - HN-(CH 2 CH 2 OH) 3 -.
